The past weekkia witnessed a convention 
beld in Kansas City, Mo,, under, the ', aus- 
pices of the democratic party, Not unlike 
the convention held in Philadelphia, Fa., 
the one candidate '• for president, W. J. 
Bryan, . as expected, is the nominee; but, 
unlike the .nomination of the republican 
candidate, -WW McKinjey, for the same 
office, no question was raised as to the 
policy to be pursued for the ensuing; four 
years, 

In the cu?e of the democrat convention 
the policy, to he pursued. in cosd of a suc- 
cessful election ia not bo clearly .defined, if 
we leave opt the fact that ..Win, Jennings 
Dryaa.s'tands on, hie record as.the advocate 
of the principle as generally understood of 
'^16 to; iy.'XTh'at the campaign will be 
waged orithis iesueiB as certain as the fact 
that' Wnftfj. Bryan. is the .adopted candt 
date'of tthe'dembcrat party, and tbat^Wm 
McKinleyis the heartily, unanimous' caridi 
date cf the .repub licin party; These nom 
jrieeB, then, reflect public opinion and the 
contest is" on for, supremacy, 
. - If one can judge from the representation 
of the country as -manifested in the two 
conventions it, certainly seoms that the 
Kansas City.reproseutation was very' much 
divided, while the Philadelphia convention 
Vaa a harmonious, heatthy and hearty unit. 
From which circumstance, as expressive of 
public opinion so represented, it is not bard 
to predict results. 

■' Political. parties cannot exist und flourish 
where government is not it nature to be 
influenced greatly by public opinion; but 
where public opinion is recognized and en- 
couraged they grow up spontaneously out 
of certain puychologicul characteristics of 
human nnture. In regard to all political 
questions there will iioc only he differing 
opinions, but' such opinions, when free to 
act, will almost invariably range themselves 
ultimately into two opposing parties, there- 
fore Ulenominatloh o£ Bryan means "16 
to l'"more than imperialism .which was 
the permanent issue of a minority ' rather 
than'expanBion^or militarism; -Notwith- 
standing many of the broader minded del- 
egates desired to put it in the shade, if not 
it, and Bryan, entirely. 

How it happened that one man could 
dictate to Biich an able body of men rep- 
resenting all parts of the union is passing 
belief. 

The deasenUona in the Kansas City con- 
vention arose from the fact of a Bignal de- 
feat of "16 to I'! '9C, and the braina of 
that convention did not care to invite, dis- 
aster again on that issue; but they were 
overruled by a majority of two. In presi- 
dential years.commercial interests are fre- 
quently sensitive, In the present instance 
no perceptible symptoms appear to have 
affected the markets, due to the fact that 
these interests will hot be subject 1 to a 
change in national policy, n point worthy 
of notice. And yet it is not prudent to as- 
sume that the goal is easily attained. 
There i« work to do, hard' work and con- 
tinuous. Every voter should feel an indi- 
vidual interest in securing another lease of 
four years ot prosperity, of undiBturbed 
bu3ineea relations and consequent happiness.

-When the sheriff's .;s'ale.>took place on 
Saturday only n-part of ihe goods attached 
couldbe^qund,. The follpwing^dayi Sun- 
d ay, SlrV? Siver, and Mr. . B ofrisbn' "secured 
three moving wagons from Red Wing 'and 
liauledHho secreted goods to this city from 
where they were shipped to RusselLIIl. 

Several other creditors wen/renoy to at- 
tach the goodB'lmd the property remained 
until Monday morning, when men with 
bills in their pockets and vengeance on 
their brows brought all 'kinds of legal and 
other authority oh the scene. The receipts 
of. tho sheriff 'e sale were' about $800. and 
nearly enough to cover the claims and costs. 

A. G-. Watson, the man who Bold the 
company the car load of machinery for n 
few shareB of stock, has commenced suit 
against the sheriff of Pierce county for tak- 
ing his goods. . Mr. Watson was present 
at the sale but did not forbid selling the 
property. Moreover, he bid oa it himself. 
It may be a question if his case be a strong 
one. The company was capitalized at 
$500,000. Of this amount the company's 
lands, buildings and castles in Spain con- 
stitute $400,000. ..The bulk. of this real 
estate,' extending indefinitely downward to 
the center of the earth and indefinitely up- 
ward' to the seven, stars— suitable for well 
digging below and for balloon assertions 
above— all this has been sold for a consid- 
eration' of $290,

to work for the company will remain in 
that neighborhood: if they can secure em- 
ployment. They are sober and industrious 
und.will find a welcome hi any community.

Illinois Women In Politics. 
To tbc Editor:— ',. . 

The, principal Illinois conventions nave 
now closed, and a suffragist , looking over 
the ground sees ranch ennse for encourage' 
ment, for all these conventions recognized 
the worth of women, not merely in compli 
mentary language, but in the substantial 
way of nominations for" state offices. 

The republican convention was the first 
to meet and although there had been.grent 
fear among the republican women that no 
■woman would be allowed upon the ticket,' 
Btill when they presented the name- of Mrs. 
Carrie Alexander, of Belleville, fornomtna 
tion as one of the trustees of the state uni- 
versity, she was Dominated with no ap- 
parent -opposition. Mrs. Alexander is from 
n distant part of the state, and so is not 
well known , here, but her friends say thnt 
she JB well educated and has always believed 
in the enfranchisement of women. 

At the democratic convention, suffragists 
were honored by the selection o£ Dr. Julia 
Ho! men Smith, as a candidate for the post 
tion of trusteeof the state university. Dr. 
Smith is the secretary of the Illinois Equal 
Suffrage association,, and line just com' 
pleteil her second year ns present of our 
largest auxiliary, the Chicago Political 
Eqnality League. The democrats of Cook 
county gave her a pretty compliment in 
instructing all their delegates to vote' for 
her as a unit, and mentioned in their res 
olution that this nomination was in recog 
nitiou of the excellent work dose by the 
women of Illinois for the schools of the 
Btate, 

; The prohibition convention which met in 
Chicago nominated two women, Mrs. El 
vira S. Stewart,- the, superintendent of fran 
chise for the W. C. T, U. and a member of 
Chicago Political Eqnality League, and 
Mrs. Clara Harford, not known to me, but 
probably a capable woman. The prohi- 
bitionists through tbe earnest cf orts of 
Mr, Henry B. KepJey.of Effingham, passed 
a strong suffrage resolution. It is interest 
ing to see what valuable helpers to our 
cause ore the husbands of women who have 
dared to ask for representation at the bal- 
lot-box. According to popular prejudice, 
the husband of Ada H. Kepley, suffragist 
■ and lawyer, ought to be an opponent, ' but 
instead, he is a strong firm friend of women. 

These officers, trustees of the Btate uni- 
versity, will be voted for in November, at 
the same time the state and national offi- 
cers are elected. So Illinois women go to 
the" same polls where men vote and will 
have every opportunity of experiencing 
what elections ore, except the privilege of 
casting a blanket ballot. Only the three 
trustees or. the stute university can be voted 
.for, by women. 

A strong effort will be made this year to 
secure a larger vote among tbe women. 
For many of oa feel that it is not sufficient 
that we are able to dictate good nomina- 
tions to all parties, but that we should also 
be out at the polls in full force to show our 
interest in, the university and our abilty to 
cast a ballot.* The,girla of the university 
have long needed a. dormitory. The bill 
appropriating 440,000 for that purpose was 
vetoed by the governor, but it is* believed 
'that if women show sufficient interest in 
the' school to vote in' large 'numbers, a 
second veto of such a bill would bo im- 
possible.

head. 7 The room is filled with glass recep- 
tacles containing cultivated germs of many 
diseases; it is indeed n gruesome spectacle, 
this Pandora's Hall of isolated deadly mi- 
crobes, and one feels glad that they aro.in 
hermetically- sealed bottles and tbatr^ho 
bottles are_ in carefully locked glass citEes, 
nod that.these are surrounded with all the 
sterilizing paraphernalia and all' 'the cura- 
tive agencies known to science. 

After Franco^ the German section may 
be seen, with a bust in bronze of Dr. Koch 
and modeU of sanitary institutions and 
hospitals, I had but half an hour for. this 
building, in which one might weir spend, a 
week. Taking the electriccar, I quickly 
reached the American Printer's building; 
and enffnged & stenographer by whose W-* 
sistance I hope to increase and improve my 
output. Then to the car again, which 
landed' me ( about half a mile from the 
American section of agriculture and alim- 
ennlion. It is not easy to find anything 
here; guides are few and illinformed. 
There are wildernesses of exhibits and no 
landmarks, and unless you aro careful not 
to turn around, you are likely to be walk- 
ing away from your objective as toward it, 
I bad been in this exhibit often before, but 
never from this direction.. and I must have 
walked a mile and gotten direction and 
misdirection from people of half n. dozen 
nationalities before I found it. Then I 
discovered that the gentlemen in charge, 
who' had promised ue certain data, were 
off on the jury of awards. By this time it 
was one o'clock, and I left Paris and France 
for a half hour and crossed into Switzer- 
land for luncheon. The Swiss village, sen-' 
arated from the world's fair by the width 
of a street, is decidedly the most genuine 
show in Paris. It is a section of Switzer- 
land most cunningly transplanted in the 
roaring hub-bub and fatiguing splendor of 
the exposition. High precipices shut out 
on all sides the dazzling, noisy world you 
have left, and it is easy to imagine you are 
many miles away from Paris. A beautiful 
cascade falls from the mountain Bide, It 
is real water. It turns the wheel of an old 
mill and Rows over stones and amid weeds 
and wild flowers through the village^ 
Chalets are on green patches above you and 
the perspective is so skillfully managed 
that they appear to be full size. Workmen 
are making actual bay in the little valley 
to the left; here are real cows and goats, a 
little church, and a dozen restaurants, alt 
clean and picturesque. The logs of which 
the .bouses axe built have been taken 
from some old houses in Switzerland,, for 
not the slightest detail is lacking in tins 
most charming, homelike and restful en- 
semble. Of course/the juxtaposition with 
the roaring city and theexposition without, 
and the psychological contrast greatly en- 
hances the effect, but seriously, this Swiss 
village is about tbe only thing/ 1 want to 
take home. No photographs or even 
paintings con do it justice, for every, step 
through its winding streets brings to your 
view a new and charming perspective. So 
old, so rural, and restful is 'the scene. I 
sit dawn under the portico of a little vine 
thatched,inn where' fresh butter, bread and 
coffee/meat, vegetables, cheese and straw- 
berries are served by a girl in tha'costunie 
of her canton, and all for 80 cents. But I 
must leave thie charming idyl and go . to 
the American corn kitchen," which is up 
three flights of stairs in a frame annex, tbe 
two lower floors of which are covered with 
McCormlck's harvesters, Buckeye reapers 
and mowers, and other farming machinery 
of American make. 

The corn kitchen amuses me. It is such 
a serious fake. It is expen a ive, too, to our 
country, but "who cares for expenses?" 
It is the only free Innch in France, for they 
do not do things that way here. . Treating 
is unknown, and this ia wholesale treating. 
The French, male and female, regard it 
with suspicion and approach the lunch 
counter with fear: They do this the' first 
time, but ^bouleverse" by the novel ex- 
perience of eating without being charged 
for the napkin, ' the sugar, the plate, tbe 
service,. corn soup, corn fritters, corn cake, 
and syrup, all in a long itemized bill, a la 
Francois', they come again and again until 
the mnnnging American (who by tbe way 
is a born diplomat and speaks French) ex- 
plains that the kitchen is not intended for 
a regular and permanent free boarding 
house. Com in any form . is a somewhat 
heated dint, and when a French - woman 
after eating heartily of Hot cakes and syrup 
asks for. something to. drink, the good 
colored woman from New Orleans, who 
stands behind the counter and speaks 
French.witb the best of them,' pours her a 
gloss of water. She tasted 'it under the 
impression that it was corn .wine and said 
itbith'ertongua, Some of her companions 
then sipped tbe water and all agreed that 
it had a curious taste and bit their tongues. 
There was nothing peculiar about tbe water 
except that it was ice cold. . '.Tbie story, will 
appeal improbable to. the 'American cold 
water drinkers, but there is not a word of 
exaggeration in it. A rural Frenchman
